In 1881 Capt. Gottschalk made his 
third trip to Los Angeles, and from 
that time until his death made his 
home continuously in this city. He 
bought for his home the third lot 
south of Eighth street, running through 
from Broadway to Spring street, and 
lived there until a few years ago, when | 
he sold the lot for $8000: since then it 
bas sold for over $150,000. For the 
last seven years he has made his home 
with his only surviving daughter, Mrs. 
Charles Matthay, at No. 114] Elden ave- 
nue, where his wife died, and w 
he so quickly followed her. 

It was while young Gottschalk was 
striving to make a place for himself in | 
politics, as well as business, that he :

APT. FERDINAND GOTTS.-

died yesterday of a broken heart. 
This is the belief of his family, for, 
after sixty-nine years of married life, } 
Capt. Gottschalk, still in good health, 
could not survive the death of his wife 
for two weeks. 

“Grandfather tried to be brave,” said 
Ferdinand L. Matthay, his eldest grand- 
son, yesterday; “and there did ‘not 
seem to be anything special the matter 
with him. He was in possession of all 
his faculties up to the last minute-—he 
just seemed to stop breathing.” 

Capt. Gottschalk, who was, for half 
a century, a public officer, was ambi- 
tious to vote for Taft. His first vote 
Was given to William Henry Harrison, 
and he joined the Republican party as 
soon as it was organized, and so he 
wanted to round out his political record 
for Taft. But then came the death of 
his beloved wife, Mrs. Maria L. Gotts- 
chalk, on September 29, and he has- 
tened to follow her. 

Lacking a little less than eleven years 
of a century on earth, Ferdinand 
Gottschalk was hale and hearty to al- 
most the last. He was born in Solin- 
gen, Germany, July 31, 1819. When 12 
years old he was brought to this coun- 
try by his parents, and landed at Bal- 
timore, after a voyage of eighty-two 
days. From Baltimore the family 
moved to St. Louls, when it was at the 
beginning of its remarkable commercial 
growth, and there the young German 
lad grew to manhood.

Angeles Police Commission will file ten 
suits for libel in the Superior Court 
today or tommorrow against City Pros- 
ecutor Thomas Lee Woolwine and Ed- 
win T. Earl, owner of the Evening Ex- 
press. 

The suits against Earl and the Ex- 
press wiil be for heavy damages, not 
less tham $25,000 each for the Mayor 
and each commissioner, making a to- 
tal of $125,000. 

In consideration of Woolwine's finan- 
cial standing the damages sought from 
him will not be for more than a tithe 
of this acnount. 

These sajts the outgrowth of 
charges made by Woolwine and by the 
Express that the Mayor and the Police 
Commissioners are “protecting vice in 
Los Angeles.” An investigation of the 
charges is now in progress, conducted 
by Dist.-Atty. Fredericks and the 
grand jury. Mayor Harper and his 
commissioners say that the time has 
come when their traducers must prove 
the statements they have been making 
about the protection of vice or suffer 
the penalty which the law provides for 
those who utter: libel. ' 
Attorneys Henry T. Gage, W. L 
Foley and Isidore B. Dockweliler rep- 
resent the plaintifis.

geles.

HE ANGLO-GERMAN ANIMOSITY. 

The fact that King Edward of. England and 
Emperor William of Germany can meet at Cron- 
berg and discuss international affairs with the most 
ostentatious amity but without mitigating in the 
slightest degree the animosity between the two 
countries is an evidence that royal influence is not 
what it used to be. Within a few days of the in- 
terview, and while the official reports were still en- 
larging upon its cordiality, the English press was 
seized with a fresh spasm of vituperation against 
Germany while German nerves were set on edge 
by detailed reports of a contemplated seizure of the 
port of Hamburg. And yet there was not a single 


~definite point of difference between the two coun- 


tries. There was no wrong to be righted, no repara- 
tion to be exacted, and no affront to be avenged. It 
appears to be a case of pure and simple antipathy, 
or, to use a more homely phrase, of hate, none the 
less dangerous because it is baseless and unreason- 
able. Had such a display of temper occurred be- 
tween Germany and France we might argue that 
nothing else could be expected from powePful and 
jealous neighbors, one of whom was smarting ur- 
der the intolerable humiliation of a compulsory 
cession of territory. But France and Germany are 
relatively friendly in spite of bitter memories and 
the provocations afforded by the Moroccan problem. 
Indeed, the Emperor was recently upon the point of 
entering France and was only deterred by anarchist 
threats. It is England and Germany, separated by 
nothing more serious than a general commercial 
rivalry, who seem to hate and dread each other 
with a passion amounting almost to frenzy. 

Although the attitude of the two governments is 
scrupulously correct and unprovocative, there is no 
sign of indifference to the public clamor or of apathy 
to what the future may bring forth. In spite of 
arbitration treaties and the efforts of well-meaning 
peacemakers the naval budgets of both nations have 
suddenly grown to unprecedented dimensions. The 
eleven-year shipbuilding programme put forward oy 
the German government and approved by the 
Reichstag has aroused England to the highest piten 
of constructive energy. Whatever mutually _re- 
strictive agreement may be possible in eleven years 
time, or after the present German programme is 
completed, there can be ro arrangement or under- 
standing until then. England is, therefore, about 
to adopt a four years’ procramme of hér own, pro- 
viding for laying down two sakeels to Germany’s one 
and thus maintaining her navy at a strength equal 
to that of any two powers that could possibly com- 
bine against her. This will necessitate the imme- 
diate building of thirty warships of the type of the 
improved Dreadnought, or the improved Indomita- 
ble, these ships to cost nearly $10,000,000 each, with- 
out counting a small armada of lesser craft, such 
as gunboats, torpedo boats and destroyers. The 
normal vote for building British war vessels is now 
about $9,000,000 a year. The new programme will 
require a further expenditure of $250,000,000 to be 
spread over a period of four years, and this sum 
must, of course, be raised by loan. 

It would, however, be a mistake to suppose that 
these colossal armaments necessarily constitute any- 
thing in the nature of mutual threats, or that the 
Mavies thus augmented must inevitably be used for 
hostile purposes. The danger of a collision between 
the two countries is thereby lessened rather than 
increased. The danger is not to be fourid in the 
calculated actions of the respective governments, 
but rather in the national hysteria that is born of 
nervousness. This hysteria is much more marked in 
the case of England than in that of Germany, and 
it is due to a recognitiog that Germany's naval 
strength is now great enough to be dangerous 
Nothing but gigantic ex pe nditure on the part 
England can tranquiliz¢ the nerves of the peop! 


and obviate a renewed|agitation against Germany | 


that would certainly be carried on with a dangerous 
violence. British equanimity will be restored at the 
prospect of thirty new warships and with the dis- 
appearance of an imaginary danger will come also 
a cessation of bluster and threat. Such at least is 
the argument of the British naval authorities. 

It all seems very childish; but shipbuilding such 
as this can do no more than hasten the day when 
disarmament or bankruptcy become the only al- 
ternatives. No country, whatever its wealth, can 
incur such an outlay as this without a derangement 
of its finances that must tell disastrously upon trade 
and upon the happiness of its people. We can but 
hope that the spirit of peace will move more rapidly 
than the accumulating dangers inseparable from 
such mighty preparations, but it must be admitted 
that the war fever has got a long start. 


CHOOLS FOR CRIME. 

Many diatribes have been hurled against the 
stage. Some of them have been fully justified, oth- 
ers greatly exaggerated. To generalize against the 
stage is as absurd as it would be to generalize 
against printed books, of which, as we know, there 
are good, bad and indifferent. 

The chief reason why so many good people look 
askance upon the stage is undoubtedly a sentiment 
handed down to us from the early days of the the- 
ater, a couple of centuries ago, when the morals of 
“play acting” were, indeed, at a very low ebb, so 
that when respectable women attended theaters they 
were forced to wear masks in order to hide their 
blushes. Needlens to say that such a play (for in- 
stance) as is now crowding one of our Los Angeles 
theaters is as different from those bawdy shows as 
“In Memoriam” is from “Three Weeks.” 


It must be admitted, however, that of late years: 


many undesirable representations have become com- 
mon upon the theatrical stage. Some of them are 
merely inane, frothy and silly, while a few are ac- 
tively injurious in their suggestions of gilded vice. 
Just now the main sensation of the stage appears to 
be the rivalry of young women, who vie with each 
other in trying to find\out how nearly they can ap- 
proach to the costume—or rather lack of costume— 
of Mother Eve, without being given a free ride in 
a “hurry-up wagon.” — 

The ordinary theater is frequented mostly by 
adults, who are not so easity influenced for good or 
evil. Of late years science has made possible a 
new form of entertainment, known as the “bio- 
graph” or moving-picture show. At first these 
were depictions of rea] events, presenting vivid and 
interesting reproductions of things that happened 
perhaps thousands of miles away. Some such pic- 
tures are still displayed, but a great majority of 
them have come to be made-up scenes, Mostly (more 
or less) humorous. Many of them are simply silly — 
almost as silly as some of the stories in the colored 
Sunday supplements. They attract the crowd, how- 
ever, and so important has this business become that 
in France there is a town of three thousand in- 
habitants entirely supported by the staging and 
manufacturing of these moving-picture films.

these shows into disrepute with the Treasury De- 
partment, give a life-size exhibition of the making 
of counterfeit dollars. The film begins with a series 
of pictures, showing how the molds of plaster of 
Paris are made, and runs through the whole gamut 
of molding, polishing and passing of the bad coin. 
Then follows the chase and capture of the counter- 
feiter—in the picture. 

This certainly looks as if it'were about the limit 
in transforming the stage into a school for crime. 
It is high time that Uncle Sam should begin to take 
an interest in such “attractions,” and it would not 
be altogether a bad idea if some of the county and 
city authorities should do likewise. 

We are manufacturing criminals quite fast 


| enough by hand. There is no need to try to increase 


the output by means of machinery. 

OT ANCIENT ENOUGH. 

Another Chicago professor has broken loose. 
This time a bright gentleman who deals in Egyptol- 
ogy and oriental history has contributed to our 
amusement by telling us what he doesn’t know about 
ancient mariners. He asserts, with all the empha- 
sis he can command and in all the space he can 
induce news editors to give him—he declares and 
avers—-that Solomon was not the first to take a sea 
voyage. This astonishing information almost takes 
our breath away. And what a blow to poor old 
Solomon! In one moment he is deprived of part of 
his great reputation. ‘Phe next thing, he may lose 
his wives and a few hundred of his concubines. 

In thus partially stripping the wisest man who 
ever lived, this Chicago professor remarks that 
“Sahure, the first king of the fifth Egyptian dy- 
nasty, made a voyage to Phoenicia 500 years before 
Solomon's time.” As if this were not enough to 
knock the pretensions of David's son into a cocked 
hat, the learned Egyptologist remarks that the king 
who made the first sea voyage fed the fishes early 
“in the thirteenth century, B. C., 2000 years before 
Solomon made his voyage to Lebanon, which has 
been considered the earliest expedition ever made.” 

This is .all most interesting, and it reads as if 
the professsor has said: “I am Sir Oracle, and when 
I ope my lips, let no dogs bark.” The only dis- 
concerting thing for the Chicagoan is the fact that 
he forgot all about Noah, whose ark rested on the 
mountains of Ararat after a peculiarly damp voy- 
age of forty days and forty nights. It must be 
admitted that the male parent of Ham, Shem and 
Japheth established a record in his craft of 300 
cubits which no Pharaoh succeeded in equaling. 
The next time the Egyptologist makes a brilliant 
discovery he should rummage in the archives as far 
back as the flood. His present marine story has a 
fishlike smell, but is not quite ancient enough. 


HE FIGHT AGAINST DISEASE. 

A great deal is being done in the world at the 
present time on the part of scientists to combat dis- 
ease. The trouble is that the scientists are not re- 
ceiving the proper support in their work for human- 
ity. Governments are spending millions of dollars 
on military establishments which, if spent on or- 
ganized armies of disease fighters, would make the 
world very much happier, healthier and more pros- 
perous than it is now. 

When we stop to consider the fearful ravages 
of disease on the human race it is a wonder that al! 
the nations of the world do not take up the battle 
against death. Yesterday's dispatches from Manila 
bring the appalling statement that 12,000 human 
beings died since January last in the Philippine Isl- 
ands from cholera alone. For weeks past thousands 
upon thousands of men, women and ehildren died 
like flies in Russia from the same terrible scourge. 
At the present moment Mexico is also threatened 
and the fact is that unless supreme measures are 
at once instituted the disease is liable to break out 
in any portion of the civilized universe. 

Cholera is, of course, epidemic—something which, 
though fearful in its ravages, is, after all, spas- 
modic in its nature and will disappear as it came.

The growers, now between 9000 and 10,000 in 
number, with 100,000 acres planted, will receive this 
year upward of $20,000,000, less packing charges, 
for their crop, while. about $13,000,000 is paid the 
transportation companies for freight and refrigera- 
tion.

lemons consumed in this country, of which 1447 cars 
were California grown, and 6418 cars, or 82 per 
cent., were imported. The consumption has stead- 
ily increased until this year (#908) we have con- 
sumed 12,119 cars, of which 5000 cars were Cali- 
fornia grown, and 7119 cars, or 59 per cent., were 
imported. 

he digging out of lemon orchards because of poor 
returns to growers a few years ago, was stop 
and an incentive given for planting new orchards 
by a favorable freight rate, which does not apply 
to oranges. . 

The imports of oran have dually decreased 
from $1,097,596 in 1899 to $275, for 1908, while 
the domestic exports of oranges have increased from 
$282,313 in 1899 to $1,255,104 for ar 
to the Canadian provinces and the Northwest. 

The foregoing figures indicate that we are now 
producing more oranges than are consumed in this 
country, but only 41 per cent. of the lemons. 

The retail dealers are offering |emons to consum- 
ers at from 8 to 20 cents per dozen, as shown by 

rinted newspaper advertisements from many 
States; this indicates the tariff has not increased 
the price unreasonably to consumers, nor would it 
do so if the tariff on lemons were doubled; an ad- 
ditional % cent per pound on lemons could not ef- 
fect the price over 1% cents per dozen on 300s, or 
1% cents per dozen on 360s, and would so stimu- 
late the industry that in the next tem years we 
would supply every demand for consumption in this 
country, just what was promised would be done 
with oranges eleven years ago. 

Citrus fruits are perishable and must sell daily 
for what they will bring-—over 40 per cent. are 
now sold under the hammer at public auction. 

oer penne competitor in lemons is Italy, with 
orchard labor at 30 cents per day (our money) and 
a freight rate of 24 cents per box to New York. 
In reward to oranges, Italy and the West Lndies are 
the largest exporters to this country, yet we have 
good rensons to guard against Mexico; orchard la- 
bor ranges from 30 to 50 cents per day in these 
countries, while we pay $1.50 and $1.75 per day in

LONG BEACH, Oct. 12.—Devold of 
any spectacular display was the in- 
auguration tonight of the city of Bel- 
mont Heights, which Long Beach is 
inclined to view as a thorn in its 
east side, though the residents of the 
new city disclaim anything but «a 
most fraternal feeling for its big sis- 
ter. 

Simplicity marked the proceedings 
tonight, which took place at the cor- 
ner of Anaheim and Redondo avenue 
in @ little storeroom, dimly lighted by 
two lamps. About a dozen citizens 
formed an interested audience. 

Attorney George M. Spicer, who had 
been in charge of the incorporation 
proceedings from the start, swore in 
these officers: Trustees, Henry W. 
Bassett, Asa R. Green, Byron T. Van- 
deventer, J. W. Ray, J. H. Brown; 
Clerk, C. A. &. Higley; Treasurer, A. 
W. Reynolds; Marshal, J. H. Craig. 

The Trustees organised by electing 
Asa R. Green as president. Ordinances 
fixing the salaries of the officers and 
their bonds were read and iaid over. 
The salaries are not exorbitant. The 
clerk gets $30 a month, the Marshal 
330 and the Recorder and Treasurer 
work on a fee and percentage basis. 
Bonds were fixed for $1000 for the Clerk, 
$2000 for the Marsha] and $3000 for the 
Treasurer. 

On motion, EB. A. Hibbard was ap- 
pointed City Recorder. 

The first clash of the Trustees came 
on the selection of a City Attorney.

TRIBES WIPED OUT. 


Men, Women and Children of Cree In- 
diane Are Dying of Deadly 
Disease. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—A deadly dis- 
ease in some respects like the grip, 
but highly con ous and far more 
mortal than the grip in this climate, 
has attacked the already depleted tribes 
of the Cree Indians on the shores of 
James and Hudeon bays, killing men, 


Anson Skinner, of the Department of 
Anthropology of the American Museum 
of Natural History, who recently re- 
turned from an exhaustive study of 
the people of that country, brought 
the news of the plague to this city. 

“The disease apparently came from 
nowhere,” says Dr. Skinner. “No one 
ever heard of it before, and when men 
were stricken one day and died the 
next, their relatives and friends be- 
came panic-stricken. The iliness man- 
ifested itself in colds, followed by 
coughs, fever and nausea. Unless the 
sufferers were of pind J strong phy- 
sique they died quickly. 

“In several tribes practically every 
man, woman and child were wiped out. 
Only the stronger resisted it.”
